Security Council mission to Afghanistan 

Terms of reference 

1. The members of the Security Council have decided to send a mission to 
Afghanistan. The visit will take place from 9 to 17 November 2006. 

2. The mission has the following objectives: 

• To give assurance to the Afghan society of the continued commitment by the 
international community to the Afghan process based on the Afghan Compact 
and Security Council resolution 1662 (2006) under the Afghan leadership 

• To demonstrate the Council’s support for the Afghan efforts for security, 
governance and development by the Government, Parliament, local 
governments, civil society and other Afghan parties 

• To review the progress in the Afghan efforts in the above areas, with particular 
emphasis on counter-narcotics, disarmament, demobilization and reintegration- 
disbandment of illegal armed groups, human rights protection, public sector 
reform, justice sector reform and rule of law issues 

• To review the status of international assistance, in particular the activities of 
the United Nations Assistance Mission in Afghanistan, including United 
Nations provincial offices and the Joint Coordination and Monitoring Board 
and the operation of the International Security Assistance Force, including its 
cooperation with the Afghan Security Forces and the Operation Enduring 
Freedom coalition 
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
